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THE ARMSTRONG CASE. 


The verdict of the jury in the Armtrong case 
was in accordance with the charge of the judge 
and the evidence submitted to the court. That 
the decision was reached after an absence from 
the court room of only ten minutes must be 
accepted as a complete clearance of the charge 
against Mr. Armstrong. It was with a shock that 
the citizens heard of Mr. Armstrong's arrest. His 
position as postmaster was important and re- 
sponsible, he had been mayor for two consecutive 
years and had served as alderman for three terms. 
He had carried on business in the city for a num- 
ber of years. He was recognized as a good citi- 
zen. The occurrence which has made the occasion 
of his arrest had taken place three and a half 
years before. During those years he had filled 
the position of postmaster with a minimum of 
friction or complaints. Of necessity, when it 
was known that he had been placed under arrest 
at the hour of four o’clock in the morning and 
had been consigned to the lock-up there was a 
a general assumption that the authorities had se- 
cured evidence of a serious character against him 

The amount of the bail bond on which he was 
subsequently released ($40,000) tended to ac 
centuate the assumption. The preliminary ex- 
amination held in due course did not bring out 
any condemnatory evidence, but still the assump- 
tion held that beyond doubt the authorities must 
have such evidence, or were in the way of secur. 
ing it, and that it would be duly brought out at 
the trial. This was the situation that Mr. Arm- 
strong has had to face ever since the 10th of 
January last. The date of trial was set for April. 
The accused was anxious to proceed, but at the 
request of the crown the trial was set forward 
to the latter end of May, and another month of 
suspision and suspence was added. Again it was 
supposed that the postponement meant the pro- 
duction of important evidence. The charge of 
the judge and the verdict of the jury give the 
measure of justification for the proceedings 
taken. . 

A large amount of money was stolen. It was 
the business of the authorities to find and fur- 
nish the criminal. They were entitled to go the 
limit in serving the ends of justice. But 
ends of justice were not being served by the 
arrest and trial of a respectable and responsible 
citizen without any stronger evidence than was 
adduced against Mr. Armstrong. 

The officials of the post office department 
who ordered Mr Armstrong's arrest represented 
the State,—the public at large. In protecting 
the public right they have duties to perform, 


which may be unpleasant but which none the | 


less must be performed. But there is a right of 
the individual as well as of the state. Indeed, 
the reason for the existence and authority of the 
state is that individual right shall be maintain- 
ed. When the authority of the state is used in 


trespass upon, instead of to protect, the rights | 
of the individual, that is a prostitution of justice | 


and is to be unreservedly condemned. Even a 
suspected postmaster has a right to fair treat- 
ment. 


Under an administration of justice it is gener- | 
charged | 


ally understood that when a person 
with a criminal offence is arrested it is the eus- 
tom and is the duty of the officer in charge to 
warn the prisoner that anything he may say is 
liable to be used in evidence against him. That 
is recognized as British justice. It appears from 
the evidence that Mr. Armstrong was ‘‘detain- 
ed’’ by Mr Coolican, supt. of ‘the postal depart 
ment, Mr. Dunean, chief 
officer, and Mr. Atwater, of the post office de- 
partment, all of Ottawa and his superiors in 
office, from nine a.m. on Tuesday until he was 
placed under arrest at four a.m. on Wednesday. 
During that time he was cross questioned by 
them, his answers being taken down by a steno- 
grapher of the Dominion Senate. He was kept 
without food except one sandwich, and every 
effort was made to force a confession from him, 
White the official arrest did not take place until 
the examination or ‘‘third degree’’ had been

Having failed to extract a confession, Mr. 


Armstrong was arrested at a time of night that 
compelled his spending some hours in the lock- 


up. There was neither reason nor excuse for | 
such action on the part of the representatives 
of the post office department if their purpose 
was the safe keeping of the subject of their 
charge. 

The charge against Mr. Armstrong has been | 
settled by the verdict of the jury, but the in 
fringement on individual right by the officials 
of the post office department raises an issue 
even more important than the whereabouts of 
the mising money. 

_ Mr, Armstrong was the sufferer on this occa- 
sion. Any other citizen may suffer the like 
indignity and material loss with as little cause 
on a future occasion, if such proceedings are per- 
mitted to go unchecked. The offence is not | 
against Mr Armstrong more than it is against 
the citizenship of the country generally. 

The post office robbery which was made the 
occasion of Mr Armstrong’s arrest took place 
betwen Saturday evening, August 9th and Tues 
day morning, August 12th 1919. On August 9th 
there arrived by registered mail three parcels 
containing $50,000 in Merchants Bank bills. | 
Monday was civic holiday. The money was 
missed when the messenger of the Merchants 
Bank came for the packages on Tuesday morn 
ing. During the priod from the arrival of the 
packages until they were missed fourteen clerks 
had been on duty in the registration department, 
each of whom had access to the vault. The post 
office practice, to the knowledge of the inspee- 
tors, did not provide for the clerks as they were 
going off duty accounting for the parcels then 
on hand and getting a clearance from the incom 
ing clerks. The judge found in his charge to 
the jury that it was impossible to say when the 
money disappeared, Apparently all the evidence | 
produced at the trial had been in the hands of 
the authorities for three years. As the stolen 
bills were not new their | numbers were not 
known, therefore there was no means of identi- 
fying them. Now that Merchant Bank bills are 
withdrawn from circulation, an attempt to pass 
them would almost certainly lead to the discov- 
ery of the thief. 

As Mr. Armstrong is under suspension and 
has not been dismissed, he is still postmaster.

INVITING TROUBLES. 


The difficulties of the French forces in the | 
Ruhr have been increased by an outbreak of com- 
munist strikes. Theoretically the strikers are 
fighting the German police and what remains of 
their national authority. Practically the effect 
is to create disorder everywhere and prevent the 
carrying on of mining and other industrial opera- 
tions. If the French do not make a general evacu- 
ation of the German population from the trouble 
centres it will be no fault of the Communists. 
Their own expulsion, sooner or later, can hardly 
be avoided if order is to prevail and production 
be made possible. Perhaps they are inviting such 
action by the occupational troops—in order to | 
stimulate hostile feeling throughout Germany | 
against the invaders, 


THE UNAVOIDABLE. 


The Provincial Minister of Public Works says 
nothing will be done this year toward the con- 
struction of the Jasper Highway, beyond locating 
the route and planning for operations for a more 
favorable financial season. That was rather to be 
expected. It is unfortunate that this tourist road 
is not completed now, and that it cannot even be 
started forthwith. But the provincial purse is 
worse than empty. The Legislature sanctioned a 
spending program which will use up all the money 
that is expected to come in and add a million or| 
so to the public debt beside. While the account | 
continues to balance on that side there will have 
to be a husbanding of money, and a postponement 
of large undertakings. Popular sentiment is un- 
doubtedly strong for the highway, but sentiment |
